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COMMENCEMENT ADDRESS 

EDUCATION— ITS VALUE TO THE STATE 

(By Honorable E. Finley Johnson, Associate Justice of the Supreme 
Court of the Philippine Islands). 

Mr. President, Members of the Board of Regents, Students, 
AND Friends of the University of the Philippines : 

For a period covering nearly twenty years, I have been deeply 
interested in, and a close observer of, the surprisingly rapid 
development and growth of the various important activities of 
the Filipino people. I have carefully watched their rapid edu- 
cational development, and for a number of years I was a co- 
worker with others who have contributed so much time and 
valuable service towards making that advancement in reality a 
marvel among the educators in the more advanced communities 
of the world. 

I love the Filipino people. I admire their patience. Their 
modesty is worthy of emulation. Their desire to improve them- 
selves is limited only by their opportunities. Their anxiety to 
make advancement upon all the lines of modern civilization has 
no bounds. The independent enjoyment of personal political 
rights under an autonomous government has been exercised 
with such a conservative, anxious regard for the rights of all, 
that the closest observers of their growth and development have 
expressed the greatest surprise as well as pleasure. I am sure 
the future generations, with an ever-increasing appreciation, 
will bless the day when God gave victory to the American arms 
in Manila Bay. 

I am deeply interested in the welfare of the University of the 
Philippines. I am proud of its auspicious beginning, and the 
growth which it has made. I express an anxious and a sincere 
hope that the University of the Philippines may become the 
center of educational interest and culture for all the Oriental 
peoples. The work which the University is doing and the repu- 
tation which it is making is even now being discussed by the 
other nations in this part of the world. 

I desire to congratulate the President and the Members of the 



faculty of the University upon the splendid accomplishment 
already made, considering the various and numerous difficulties 
which they have had to overcome. I desire to congratulate the 
students of the University for their hearty and enthusiastic 
support of the faculty as well as all the best and highest in- 
terest of their "Alma Mater.'' I hope that they will always 
remember that the value of their diplomas will depend upon the 
standing of their Alma Mater for thorough training and high 
scholarship. Thousands of young men and women in other parts 
of the world every year obtain positions and advancements sim- 
ply because they have been trained in this or that particular 
university of known high repute for scholarship and thorough 
training. 

Mr. President and Faculty, make the diplomas which you 
issue a passport for each holder into the particular life work 
for which you have trained the student. Make your diplomas 
mean just what you certify they mean. We already have proof 
that you are doing your part by the fact that many of your 
alumni are even now filling positions of trust and honor. I 
wish time permitted a personal reference to the many alumni 
who are bringing credit and reputation to the University. 

I desire to congratulate the Filipino people upon the profound, 
active, and intelligent interest which they have taken in the 
development and education of the young people of the country. 
The rapid advancement made by the Filipino people during the 
last two decades in matters of government, education, and in the 
physical development of the country, to day stands unexcelled. 
No other people in all history have shown a more rapid growth 
and development. Nothing in the history of any country com- 
pares more favorably in its development than that which has 
been made by the Filipinos. A comparison of the conditions 
today with those of two decades ago will amply confirm that 
statement. 

The progress which Japan has made during the past half cen- 
tury is sometimes cited as the greatest which any nation ever 
made in a like period. In noting the rapid and inspiring pro- 
gress which Japan made in that period, we must not overlook 
the fact that she had, prior to the beginning of her recent devel- 
opment, two thousand or more years of experience in self-control 
and government, while the Filipinos had never been given, prior 
to American occupation, an opportunity on their own account 
for development in matters of statecraft and general education. 

I remember very well the time when the buildings devoted 
to school purposes in a municipality in the Philippine Islands 



were difficult to find. What a change has taken place ! Today 
everywhere, in practically every municipality, the public school- 
house is not only the most conspicuous municipal building but 
generally the best building in the municipality. Not only that, 
but hundreds of miles of splendid wagon roads as well as rail- 
roads have been constructed, opening up new agricultural dis- 
tricts to an ever-increasing demand ; light-houses have been built, 
so that every arm of the sea is made safe for the greatly in- 
creased and valuable merchant marine. 

One of the first acts of the American Military Government 
in the Philippine Islands was to create, by military order, a 
system of public instruction. That system, partially established, 
was confirmed and improved immediately upon the establishment 
of a civil government. President McKinley, in his instructions 
to the United States Philippine Commission, fully recognizing 
that religion, morality, and education were of the very essentials 
of good government, recommended that no time or effort be 
spared in the establishment of a system of public instruction 
here. And it will forever stand to the glory and perpetual 
renown of the Filipino people that the very first act adopted 
by the very first Philippine Legislature was to make ample 
financial provision for the establishment and maintenance of a 
public school system by appropriating one million pesos for that 
purpose. Fully recognizing that the education of the masses is 
the only safeguard to a stable and safe government, in which 
the humblest citizen will be protected equally with the most 
wealthy, the United States Government wherever its flag waves, 
has made the greatest effort to enforce a system of public 
instruction. 

Religion, morality, and education are the prime essentials of 
good government. The people of an independent state or govern- 
ment, above all other peoples, must be educated in order that 
they may be candid and honest with each other in their daily 
intercourse, and dispassionate in all their mutual transactions. 
The people in such a government are individually parts of the 
sovereign mind and sovereign will, and should be enabled to 
discuss all questions of individual, national and international 
concern with calm, unbiased and unprejudiced judgment. In- 
dependent governments, from the very nature of their existence, 
must have at times difficult and delicate questions to solve with 
other governments — questions that affect the most acute, intense 
and excitable feelings of men — and inasmuch as in adjusting 
them the will of the people must be consulted, we cannot be too 
anxiously attentive to a proper and careful training of the minds 
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of the masses in order that they may be free from all latent 
passion or prepossession. 

States and independent governments in which the rights of 
life and property are adequately protected, can be maintained 
only where a majority of the people have been educated and 
have been brought to a proper understanding of the equality of 
men before the law and of the principles of justice and equity, 
applied to their social and political relation. 

The spirit of Bolshevism, which has done so much in recent 
years to destroy the confidence which men therefore had in each 
other, sprang out of the womb of ignorance, and the natural 
suspicions and the misgivings of the ignorant and untutored 
peoples. The spirit of Bolshevism is a regeneration of the spirit 
of the Dark Ages, when might was the only measure of right — 
when men and women couched in humble submission to the dic- 
tates of their evil and selfish passion — when self-aggrandizement, 
without reference to the rights of others, was the spirit which 
dominated and controlled men's souls. 

There has not been a time during the past five hundred years, 
when strong men and women, fully educated and thoroughly 
prepared for the responsibilities of life and the maintenance of 
good government, were so much needed as today. Never was 
the country in more need of a wholesome education than now. 
Never was the country in greater need of sane, intelligent and 
level-headed men and women than at the present time. In order 
that we may stem the awful, venomous and vituperative on- 
slaughts which are made upon the very foundation of Christian- 
ity and civilization, strong-minded men and women are required. 
I hope I am not a pessimist. I am sure I am an optimist. I 
am sure that men and women everywhere, by a large majority, 
desire to do the very best thing possible for themselves and for 
their posterity. But while that is true, men, under new con- 
ditions and in the heat of passion and the excitement of con- 
flicting and exciting interests, are likely, for a moment, to lose 
their heads and their moral equilibrium, and give their consent, 
unconsciously, to the destruction of the very foundations of stable 
government. At such times it behooves educated and cultured 
men and women to keep a firm grip on their better selves in 
order that the ship of state may safely ride the disturbed and 
rolling waves of a turbulent and unduly excited society. 

There is a spirit of unrest in the world today. A few men or 
classes of men are clamoring for a division of property which 
their hands did not help to produce. The air is filled, as never 
before, with political theories, some with elements of truth, but 
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more which are nothing but the frothings of cracked-brained 
radicals whose imaginings and ravings have outrun their reason- 
ings and their intelhgence. Their purposes are based upon self- 
interest and self-aggrandizement. New, untried, and doubtful 
schemes of governmental systems are being proposed by these 
selfish and untrained radicals. The political unrest and the 
desire to abolish all the tried and thoroughly tested forms of 
government existing today, is unlike anything known to history. 
All of the discarded political monstrosities, and all the thread- 
bare, socialistic and communistic illusions of the past seem to 
have been re-inoculated and to have again sprung into prom- 
inence. Let us pray that those questions may again be settled 
and settled right, and that such radical and unreasonable demands 
may be thrown into the discard forever. 

Never in the history of the world were good and unselfish 
men and women more greatly needed than now — men and women 
who are deeply interested in the future welfare of the civilized 
nations of the earth — men and women whose minds are clear, 
whose hearts are right, and who have a deep and abiding faith 
in the principles of morality, religion, and education. 

Many definitions of what is meant by the phrase "education 
of the people'* have been given by educators. Many of these 
educators have grown eloquent in describing their ideas of what 
it means. Some say that it means all of those things which 
help or tend to help or shape the young people of a state as 
human beings. These educators have defined education as an 
attempt on the part of the adult members of a human society 
to shape the growth and development of the younger generation 
in accordance with its own ideals of life. Plato, the great 
Grecian philosopher, said that the aim of education is "to dev- 
elop in the body and in the soul all the beauty and all the perfec- 
tion of which they are capable.'' The significance, scope and real 
meaning of that definition, of course, will vary with the time 
and the place where it is given. 

Other definitions of education have been given. It is defined 
to be, "the process or result of educating : the systematic devel- 
opment and cultivation of the normal powers of intellect, feeling, 
and conduct, so as to render them efficient in some particular 
form of living or for life in general.'' It has for its aim the 
development of the powers of man, by exercising each along its 
peculiar line, by properly coordinating and subordinating them, 
by taking advantage of the law of habit, and by appealing to 
human interest and enthusiasm. It includes not only the narrow 
conception of instruction, to which it was formerly limited, but 
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embraces all forms of human experience, owing to the recognition 
of the fact that every stimulus with its corresponding reaction 
has a defined effect upon character. It may be either mental, 
aesthetic, ethical, intellectual, physical, or technical, but to be 
most satisfactory it must involve and develop all these sides of 
human capacity. To educate is to develop the normal faculties 
of men and women by systematic training, instruction, and dis- 
cipline; more especially, to form and regulate the bodily and 
mental habits so as to render the persons efficient in some par- 
ticular form of work or mode of life. Education is the harmo- 
nious development of all our faculties. It begins in the nursery 
and goes on at school, but does not end there. It continues 
through life, whether we will or not. Every person, says Mr. 
Gibbon, has two educations, one which he receives from others, 
and one, more important, which he gives himself. 

The definition of Plato gives us a very vague idea of an edu- 
cated person when it is applied in and to particular communities 
or states. The idea of the ^'beauty of the soul and the perfec- 
tion of the body" differs greatly in different states, especially as 
to the beauty of the soul. For example, what constitutes beauty 
of the soul in a Mormon state might be very different from 
that concept of education or beauty of the soul in a community 
or state opposed to polygamy. A comparison made of the theory 
of education on that basis would show a great difference between 
Pekin, Tokyo, Athens, Paris, and London even now. The con- 
cept of education, then, must differ with the age and the state 
of the advancement and development of the people. It will also 
differ with the training and character of the persons in charge 
of that particular work or department of the government at 
any particular time. It becomes, then, from that point of view, 
a matter of the greatest importance to acquaint ourselves with 
the highest state of the education of the persons who are to lead 
and instruct the young people of a state. Too great care cannot 
be exercised in the selection of the men and women who are to 
perform that work. The highest training and purest character, 
measured by the highest type of civilization, should be the essen- 
tial prerequisite of the teacher, as well as of those who are 
authorized to employ them, for the performance of their duty. A 
teacher should not be selected simply because he happens to be 
a relative of some member of the school board, or because he 
happens to be a popular young man or woman in the community. 
Other and higher qualifications should be required. 

Have you ever had occasion to observe a skillful sculptor 
standing with chisel and mallet in hand before a crude and 
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shapeless block of marble, and to watch with patience from day 
to day, the progress of his work until finally there was brought 
to your view a splendid and magnificent representation of a 
perfect human being in ever-enduring beauty and splendor? Or 
have you ever watched a painter with brush or crayon, standing 
before an unstained canvas and have seen the gradual develop- 
ment thereon of a beautiful and picturesque form representing 
the highest type of human beauty and perfection? The teachers 
and professors in a state, in relation with the parents and the 
priests, are the sculptors and painters of the true and worthy 
character of the men and women of the future. Let us make 
no mistake in selecting these sculptors and painters of our future 
citizens. 

In order that a system of education in a state may be most 
efficient and at the same time keep abreast with the most ad- 
vanced civilization and thought, an arrangement should be made 
and adequately fostered for the introduction, into the teaching 
force, of teachers from other countries which have made greater 
advancement in education, science and the arts. This principle 
is recognized by every first-class university of today. Every 
first-class university of today has a large number of professors 
and instructors of other nations which have made any marked 
and considerable advancement in civilization. The recognition 
of that principle lies at the very foundation of the beginning of 
the marvelous progress made by the Japanese people. Japan for 
years employed and is yet employing men of other leading nations 
to assist in the improvement of her civilization. As Governor 
Yeater remarked on one occasion, Japan has not been too proud 
to receive assistance from any source from which valuable assist- 
ance might be had. That idea of the Japanese statesmen was not 
limited to the field of education. It was extended to and em- 
braced every branch of their government. The Japanese consuls 
throughout the world were not only instructed but ordered 
promptly to give full and complete information to the home gov- 
ernment concerning every advancement made by other nations 
in every branch of human, commercial and scientific interest. 
Japan has set a worthy example to the world in her enterprise 
and in her wisdom in this regard. 

Teachers should not only thoroughly know the subject which 
they are teaching but should also know human nature as it is 
shown in adult as well as in child life. A teacher who has not 
studied and become quite familiar with the varied character of 
child life should not be engaged to teach. For that purpose 
schools of education have been established, in connection with 
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every first-class university, as experimental laboratories for the 
more efficient training of young men and women for the profes- 
sion of teaching. 

A teacher or professor cannot be a mere passive onlooker of 
the development of the mental growth of the child. He must 
be an active molder of correct thought. No more fundamental 
error can be made than the assumption that the proper education 
of the child can be determined wholly, or even mainly, by the 
natural tendencies and impulses with which the child is endowed. 
The real guiding principle must be a correct conception of the 
nature to which the child may attain, not a knowledge of that 
with which it starts. The true educator studies the original 
endowment of the child and the early stages in the development 
of that innate nature, in order that he may wisely and success- 
fully employ adequate and appropriate means to direct further 
development and to accelerate its progress towards a more ra- 
tional, complete, worthy, noble, and efficient life; not that he 
may the more skillfully give facility to the child to drift about 
on the unregulated currents of caprice. These considerations 
show the importance of a proper insight into the nature and 
character of child life on the part of all who are practically 
concerned in educational work. The education should prepare 
the young men and women for some practical, efficient and useful 
work in life. The young people must not be led to think or to 
believe that the higher training leads only to cultured leisure. 

Teachers and professors, however important and valuable 
their work may be, are not the only instruments in the state for 
the education of the young people. The youth of the land re- 
ceive some of their most valuable instruction in every day life. 
If the parents and the priests of the community have been trained 
as they should be, the foundations are laid for the principles of 
morality, honor and true manliness in the hearts and minds of 
the young people of the community and the state. In the family, 
in the church, store, shop, and on the street, the child learns many 
things which are as really educative as the lessons which are 
taught him in the class-room. The one is practical; the other 
theoretical. I am not here under-estimating the work of the 
class-room ; its importance cannot be overestimated. The one is 
a necessary complement of the other. In the store and in the 
shop the student sees the practical application of the theories 
which he has been taught in the class-room. Thus, the educa- 
tion is, in a progressive way, more fully completed. It is as 
important to learn how to use knowledge as it is to obtain it. 
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''A little knowledge is a dangerous thing/' It induces men to 
assume responsibilities for which they are not prepared. 

I cannot leave the subject of teachers without making the 
observation, and perhaps criticism, that they are not, as a rule, 
adequately paid for their services or generously provided for 
in their declining years by way of pensions. States and school 
and university authorities have not been as generous, in question 
of salaries of teachers, as justice and fair treatment require. 
For that reason teaching has become not so much a profession 
as it is a mere stepping-stone to some other and more lucrative 
employment. It is indeed unfortunate and a mistake for the 
state not to treat in a more generous manner those whom it 
employs to assist in the most important work of making good 
citizens. I hope to see the time when the Philippine authorities 
will make more adequate provision for the payment of all those 
engaged in educational work. 

Any state or government is guilty of a great mistake when it 
permits those engaged in the laying of brick and cement for the 
structure of buildings to receive a higher pecuniary reward than 
the man or woman engaged to mold the thought — the character, 
and the life of the coming generations. The work of the man or 
woman engaged to help build the mental and moral structure of 
the future citizen is of vastly more importance to the state than 
the work of those engaged in the structure of steel and cement, 
however valuable that work may be. Where a teacher puts in- 
telligence, patriotism, and a sincere personal interest into his 
work, he is entitled to adequate pecuniary reward for his services. 
When a state pays more for brawn than it does for brain it is 
placing its future citizens in the greatest jeopai^dy. 

Some twenty-five years ago, while I was acting as President 
of the Alumni Association of the University of Michigan, I 
assisted in establishing a magazine known as the ''Michigan 
Alumnus." Its purpose was to create and continue a greater 
interest in the affairs and success of our Alma Mater. In one 
of the issues we submitted a number of questions to the alumni. 
Our purpose was to ascertain from the alumni, who had gone 
out from the University and into the practical affairs of life, 
their idea of what they obtained from courses in the University 
which was of the greatest value to them in the practical affairs 
of their life work. The replies which we received were both 
interesting and instructive. They greatly assisted many mem- 
bers of the University faculty in their subsequent work with 
the students. I am sure you will be surprised, as I was, at the 
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unanimity of their answers on one particular subject. About 90 
per cent of the answers related not to what they had been taught 
by their professors nor the general nor technical knowledge 
which they received, however invaluable that was to them, but 
to the character building which they obtained from their contact 
with, and relation to, the highmindedness and pure ideals of 
their professors. 

This all relates to the great responsibility resting upon the 
shoulders of those who are charged with the duty of selecting 
the teachers of the state. Too great care cannot be exercised in 
this important matter. Men, and women of the highest type of 
character should be chosen, and no others. 

There is now, and has been for many years, an interesting 
discussion going on among the people concerning the advisability 
of providing for the higher university training of the young 
people of the state at public expense. It is argued by those 
opposed to the system that the state has performed its full duty 
when it has provided the way, the means and the opportunity 
for a common and a high school training. Those in favor of the 
higher university training argue that a common and high school 
training is not sufficient properly to prepare men and women 
for the more responsible and delicate positions in state and inter- 
state or international affairs. There is some merit in each of 
these arguments. Not every young man or woman is able or is 
disposed to acquire the most advanced training given in the 
modern university. Upon the other hand, the great discoveries in 
the sciences and arts can only be made by highly and specially 
trained men in the methods of study and investigation. As 
against that argument we are cited to the cases of a few men 
who were not highly trained from the University standpoint 
and yet, nevertheless, are the authors of some of the greatest 
discoveries in science. Galileo, Watt, Fulton, Franklin, Edison, 
Marconi, Wright, and many others are cited as examples to prove 
that a university training is not necessary. A careful study of 
the life of these men show that they each spent years of hard and 
strenuous study in laboratories, large and adequately equipped, 
with all the facilities necessary for research and investigation. 
While the laboratory of Watt was his mother's kitchen, that 
of Galileo, Franklin, Edison, Marconi, and Wright was limited 
only by the canopy of the broad heaven. But the purpose of 
a higher education and scientific training must not only be 
limited to scientific research and discovery, however valuable 
that may be to the state. We must not forget the greater capa- 
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city acquired by virtue of the higher scholastic training to enjoy 
the beauties of nature and the sublime pleasure in creating and 
more fully understanding the instructive literature of the world. 

In perfecting our education we should not forget Plato's ad- 
vice, that it is a process of developing the body as well as the 
mind. A highly trained mental faculty with an undeveloped 
body capable of sustaining it, may be likened to a highly devel- 
oped engine in a manufacturing plant composed of broken-down 
and dilapidated machinery. It has a developed force and power 
but is without means to make it efficient or to render any 
valuable service to mankind. Both time and money have been 
spent in vain. 

Someone has said that a day should be divided into three 
parts — eight hours for labor, eight hours for recreation and eight 
hours for rest and sleep. I believe that all men who have been 
engaged in educational work fully endorse that division of the 
time of the student. I am sure that all of the students as well 
as others here today fully realized that, with plenty of exercise in 
the open air, their minds are clearer, and their work is done 
with added efficiency and value. The develo'pment of the body 
should commence in early life and be continued throughout. 
This development should not end with what is ordinarily termed 
the purely educational period of your life. Every successful 
business man, professional or otherwise, in every department of 
life's labors, at times is brought under tremendous mental tension 
which requires the strongest physical body to support it. In 
the absence of the latter the mind cannot withstand the strain. 

For the future of the Filipino people I express the fondest 
hope and aspiration. They have within their grasp all the 
elements which are necessary for great development and renown. 
The Islands have been blessed with lavish prodigality. They 
are surrounded by seas which are ffiled with great wealth; the 
country is blessed with sunshine and rain; the lakes are like 
oceans of liquid silver; the mountains, with their verdant tints, 
are like aerial pictures; the valleys are teeming with fertility; 
the numerous waterfalls are modestly, day and night, thundering 
their invitation to the Filipino people for use in the creation 
of tremendous power in the moving of the wheels of new indus- 
tries which should be established here; the broad, fertile, un- 
cultivated plains are earnestly pleading for cultivation at the 
hands of the Filipino people; the deep rivers which traverse 
the Islands everywhere are quietly carrying great volumes of 
water to the seas, which should not be lost but should be har- 
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nessed to assist extensive systems of irrigation for the mul- 
tiplication of the products of the Islands; the extensive virgin 
forests are filled with sources of great wealth; and the skies 
with their golden sunshine and refreshing showers are un- 
equalled anywhere in the world. 

To the graduates — to those of you who have finished your 
courses in the various colleges of the University — I bespeak 
godspeed for you all during your entire lives in your every 
legitimate undertaking. The good wishes of your Alma Mater 
will always be with you. May you honor yourselves, and thus 
bestow glory and renown upon the institution which we all 
desire so much to assist. 



FAREWELL ADDRESS TO THE MEMBERS OF THE GRADUATING 

CLASS OF 1920 

(By Honorable Ignacio Villamor, President of the University.) 

It is a common practice among ancient as well as among 
modern universities to hold commencement exercises with great 
solemnity, the purpose being to honor the members of the grad- 
uating classes who are about to leave the halls of the institution, 
and to encourage the junior classes to pursue their studies. 

We want to honor our graduates on the very moment of their 
departure deeply to impress upon their minds the idea that in 
leaving their Alma Mater they carry with them the duty to love, 
honor and glorify her by executing noble deeds, by rendering 
effective and unselfish service to society. We want to honor 
our graduates on this solemn occasion, so that when they turn 
their eyes to the past, they should always remember that such 
an honor is a sacred trust constituted by the University under 
their guardianship for the benefit of the people who maintain 
this institution. And we want to confer upon the members of 
the graduating classes these diplomas, publicly and with all 
solemnity, so that they shall regard the same not as the mere 
trade mark of a finished article, but as the most eloquent evidence 
of the sacrifices performed by them, their parents and professors ; 
or as a permanent call for continuous research and study which 
will make them worthy recipients of the privileges incident 
thereto. 

Members of the graduating classes of 1920: in graduating 
you now, I wish to remind you once more that a University is 
not a mere mart of learning where one can buy certain courses 
of study, secure a certificate thereof and nothing more. When 
one buys an article from another and pays for it, his obligation 
is concluded; but when one takes advantage of the education 
which our institution offers, he becomes the beneficiary of a store 
of knowledge, accumulated by years of searches and study of 
our noble members of the faculty in the fields of economics, 
history, education, government, and other sciences, which is a 
treasure of inestimable value. Therefore, when you graduate 
from this university, your obligation to her never ends ; you are 
bound to protect her as loyal sons and daughters of a mother 
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who has reared and preserved you during your tender years. You 
are bound to come to her, at least once a year, to console her, 
to give her younger sons and daughters proper encouragement 
and guidance, and v^ith your brethren, keep burning the fires 
of brotherly love and affection vrhich you and your brothers 
and sisters have kindled in the years v^hen you were under the 
motherly care of this institution. 

I extend to you my most cordial congratulations, and, may the 
star of success guide you wherever you go! Go out into the 
world and take part in the struggle of life and thus put into 
practice the principles of democracy that you have learned in 
this institution. In bidding you the most heartfelt farewell, I 
charge you that in assuming the leadership of our people you 
must give to your countrymen those wise counsels which promote 
love for progress, which strengthen character, and preserve those 
lofty ideals of patriotism. If, upon entering your profession, 
you should achieve success, it should urge you to use greater 
efforts, for the path of life is full of adversity, though adversity 
is not without encouragement and hopes. If, on the other hand, 
you should be confronted with difficulties at the beginning, you 
must not despair, but you should put forth all your energy and 
determination, for success is for those who strive to reach the 
goal of victory. 

You will now receive these diplomas to which you are entitled 
through years of persistent efforts and hard work; but before 
so doing, I wish to invite you to give to your Alma Mater the 
pledge of loyalty offered her by your older brothers and sisters. 

''With the sober sense of my responsibility, I promise to hold 
my degree so it suffer no harm in my holding it ; to hold it with 
untarnished honor to myself, in generous loyalty to my Alma 
Mater, and for the honest service of the Commonwealth." 



ADDRESS TO THE GRADUATES 

(By Mr. Santiago Artiaga, City Engineer, Manila.) 

Mr. President, Gentlemen of the Board of Regents, Distin- 
guished Visitors, Members of the Graduating Class of 
1920, Ladies and Gentlemen : 

If I commence by stating that it seems to me not many years 
ago, though it is in truth now over fifteen years, since I myself 
climbed a University platform, clad in the dignified and imposing 
costume of cap and gown, to receive my diploma, after passing 
through similar courses to those which some of you graduates 
have taken, you would doubtless realize how this function im- 
presses the innermost of my heart, how I appreciate your cordial 
reception and how I feel honored and grateful for the opportunity 
afforded me to address this select and illustrious audience. 

Should I be permitted to speak in confidence, I would say that 
the sight of so many bright and youthful faces before me brings 
pleasant recollections of my student days and makes me again 
feel young. Earnestly, however, I claim that I pertain to a 
younger epoch than many of the sombre and respectable-looking 
officers, professors and other distinguished persons of this side 
of the hall ; yet in order that I may feel encouraged in my address, 
kindly assume that I belong to an older generation than that of 
the graduating class. 

It is a universal custom in the Universities of all English- 
speaking countries to call Commencement the closing ceremony 
of the University, or, as it is in the case of the graduates, the 
final act of their University career. Indeed, it is the beginning 
of something hardly suspected or guessed at. Something un- 
known is about to commence. When this function has come to 
a close and we leave this hall, the University will have turned 
out and given to the world a new generation of alumni — ^this 
fine body of men and women of the graduating Class of 1920 
who will then be ready to begin a new life. A bright prospect 
is open to you, yet the future is always uncertain and indefinite, 
requiring on your part caution, prudence, and wisdom, in order 
that you may safely cross over the many pitfalls of life that may 
retard or mar your progress, and perhaps forever ruin your life, 
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The ancients tried in vain to find the philosophers' stone; in 
the same way you are doomed to f aihire if you look for a formula 
for real success without paying heed to the finer things in life. 

Let me state the theme of my address : the broadest success in 
life is attained by intellectual enjoyment and the practice of the 
high principles of humanity, not by commercialism. 

In choosing my subject I am fully aware that, though it is not 
No-man's land, I am treading upon debatable and hotly contested 
ground. The whole world seems to be seething with atmosphere 
thick and pregnant with positivism ; the almighty dollar appears 
to dominate everything, and a kowtow or blind worship is every- 
where paid to the Golden Calf by the worshippers of Baal. The 
saying that ''all that glitters is not gold,'' is fortunately, an 
indisputable truth. Appearances are misleading, and by delu- 
sion the accumulation of wealth, no matter by what means or 
for what purpose, is oftentimes confused with happiness. There 
is nothing so far from the truth. 

It must be admitted that men have the right to seek felicity 
and indeed it is our gift to be under a sovereign nation, the 
constitution of which classifies the pursuit of happiness as an 
inalienable right of man. An honest effort to reach such goal 
is a worthy purpose, yet commercialism does not lead to it. 

If the truth could only be known it would be found that in 
a group of individuals some, if not many, of the apparently 
successful ones have a larger dose of worries and cares than 
the rest. It is said of the millionaires in America that they 
seldom smile. Once a successful man in business confessed to 
me that the best enjoyment of his life was to be alone, reading 
a book that awakened the interest of his mind, furnishing it 
with intellectual food, and making his whole spirit commune 
with the development of the plot. This shows that after all, 
the joy of the spiritual in our being is superior to material 
possessions. 

Fifty of the world's successful men, by means of special inter- 
views, bulletins, magazine articles and otherwise, have given 
advice and stated the causes of their success. These men have 
done the biggest things along their respective lines of any that 
history has recorded. Among these fifty leaders are President 
Wilson, generals of the World War, college presidents, million- 
aires, executives of great corporations and others. An efficient 
engineer went over the advice word for word, and found the 
meat of their experience should be condensed into three words. 
Now, that you have finished your university studies and you 
are about to enter the work of the world, the advice is very 
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apropos. Without charge and without price, I now give you 
this formula for success. The three words are : Study Your Job. 

But, I now come back to my theme, the broadest success in 
life is attained by intellectual enjoyment and the practice of 
high principles of humanity. You do not wish for success that 
will take away your ability to smile. 

For the sake of argument let me quote you the striking case 
of Andrew Carnegie, the most successful man within our times 
in the field of positivism. After amassing untold millions of 
dollars he donated most of his wealth during life time and after 
his death to the various universities of Europe and America. 
This action is indeed a timely warning to present and future gen- 
erations that it be not forgotten that there are nobler activities 
of human life than money-making. Certainly what we admired 
most in Carnegie was not his fortune, it was his superior talent 
of devoting his wealth to higher purposes, to the lofty ideals of 
the University education. We praise his memory because of his 
humanitarianism, his patronage of the University and of the 
pension fund he left for the benefit of the retired professors, 
and from my special view point as an engineer because of the 
Palace of Engineering he donated to the Engineering Societies 
of America. 

Recently the cable has announced a gift of 10,000,000 dollars 
made, if I am not mistaken, to the University of Chicago, by 
the oil king, Mr. Rockfeller. What a splendid tribute of com- 
mercialism to learning! 

The cases cited tell us that even the best men in commercialism 
after their unsurpassed triumph and most complete success have 
rendered the highest homage to the University because doubtless 
they comprehended that riches are not all, that the intellectual 
attainments are the true source of joy, and that the noblest aims 
of human life are the practice of the ideals which the University 
stands for, equipped with the knowledge of which you will go 
out to the world to make your way and battle for success. 

We all have read the account of the Lusitania sinking. What 
was it that struck you most in the whole incident, and left in 
your minds the most vivid impression? Positively, it was not 
the luxury and wealth of the huge floating palace; it was not 
the brutality of the attack upon the steamer ; it was not the awe- 
inspiring panic which seized alike the passengers and officers ; it 
was not the untold wealth of the millionaire passengers aboard ; 
it was not even the appalling loss of life; assuredly it was the 
gallant deed of the many unknown heroes who stood tranquil 
on the deck refusing to abandon the sinking ship and who calmly 
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awaited death in order that their seats in the boats which were 
lowered might be occupied by helpless children and weeping 
women. Such a magnificent and beautiful self-sacrifice, such 
a sublime deed of heroism was not prompted by self-interest or 
commercialism. 

As a matter of fact if we materialize the discussion and refer 
to your case, the University has given you little that is material 
or tangible. The sheepskin which you have received is no valid 
patent or sure guarantee of success. And yet the University 
has given you all the best that could be bestowed upon any man. 
She has given you an increased stock of knowledge, she has 
directed your intellect to go along the right path, and, using 
a much simpler expression, she has trained and organized your 
common sense; above all, the University has imbued you with 
the high principles of manhood which distinguish the man of 
culture, which make him the king of creation, and place him 
near to God. 

To confess the truth, I myself have only recently realized what 
we university graduates and the world in general owe the Uni- 
versity. In the recent struggle for the supremacy of the earth, 
it is familiar to us all that a great part of the success of the 
United States was due to the university training, and in the par- 
ticular case to which I am going to refer to a University pro- 
fessor. When the momentous hour arrived that the government 
at Washington needed a solution for the most diflScult problem of 
the war, that is, reading the enemy's mind, the existence of the 
said professor was discovered. Had the discovery been made be- 
fore, it was claimed that even the sinking of the Lusitania could 
have been avoided. Our professor had a wonderful faculty of 
reading any code and could translate at sight any ciphered 
message. The government used him in the Intelligence Depart- 
ment, as already stated, to read the enemy's mind, to learn the 
enemy's plans, to find the lairs and the whereabouts of the 
German submarines, which finally led to their being made harm- 
less. Apparently the professor acquired his knowledge, and 
learned his trick by constant training in the wonderful art of 
unravelling and reading ancient writings, and what required not 
only gymnastics of the mind, but also of the tongue and throat, 
ancient hieroglyphics. In my student days, a professor who was 
found reading cuneiform writings would certainly be called a 
crank. Who, in ordinary times, would thing much of the afore- 
mentioned professor, of his money-making power, or the dollar 
value of his accomplishment? However, in the future he de- 
serves more respect, and I, for one, would pay it to him. 
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Let us for a while take a retrospective view and learn from 
the lessons of history. Nothing past or present can be compared 
to the height and greatness reached by the Greek Empire at its 
pinnacle. The intellectual attainments of the men of that 
period, as well as their physical progress, have never been sur- 
passed, and the Empire itself stood forth as the most advanced 
nation of the age and the dominating power of the globe. I am 
not delivering a lesson in history, and yet I cannot refrain from 
making a rapid sketch of what in my mind was the cause of the 
greatness of the Greek Empire. I shall be very brief in this 
respect. 

The success of the empire was due to the pervading spirit 
and the cult or heed paid to the doctrines contained in the oath 
which the Athenian took after being declared of age at the end 
of his seventeenth year to assume the duties of citizen and soldier. 

The Athenian Oath reads :^ 

I will not brin^ shame upon my arms, not will I abandon my comrade in 
the ranks, whoever he may be. I will defend our holy places and the prop- 
erty of the state, whether alone or aided by others, I will not leave our 
country weaker than I found it, but stronger and better. I will give ear 
to those who are in authority and obey the established laws and whatever 
others shall be established by the common accord of the people. And if 
any man try to abrogate the laws, or obey them not, I will not suffer it, 
but will defend them, whether alone or with the help of all the citizens. 
I will honor the shrines and religion of our fathers, the Gods are witnesses 
of this my oath. 

This oath, recently revived in a small university in Ohio, 
might well be repeated here in these modern times. The teach- 
ings it conveys to the mind certainly cannot be measured in 
dollars and cents, but their practice would develop the best in 
the man, and would make any nation great and worthy of univer- 
sal admiration. 

At this point of my discourse it is earnestly hoped that I have 
sufficiently impressed you with the conviction that commercialism 
or mercantilism is not the highest attainment of life, because 
the human being is intelligent, and his destiny is to strive for 
high and lofty ideals, for what may be termed the pursuit ot 
perfection which, in Arnold's language, is ''a harmonious ex- 
pansion of all the powers which make the beauty and worth of 
human nature." 

I congratulate you all, and allow me to face any possible accu- 
sation of breach of professional ethics by extending the heartiest 
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and most special congratulation to the 1920 graduating class 
of engineers. 

You have made a happy selection in choosing the engineer- 
ing profession. The demand for the technically trained men 
like you is greater and greater every day all over the world, 
because scientific knowledge is absolutely essential to the read- 
justment of the many human activities now greater than ever 
and which have been brought about as a result of the Great War. 
The Philippines is in urgent need of properly equipped men to 
develop, extend and construct highways and bridges, so that the 
products of our rich land may be safely and economically trans- 
ported to the market ; of men who can design and erect beautiful 
as well as necessary buildings for our aesthetic enjoyment and the 
lengthening of our lives ; of man who can invent and install new 
machinery for our industrial development ; of men to harness the 
energies of the currents of our rivers and streams for the gen- 
eration of the electric power in order that we may free ourselves 
from being, as we are at present, helplessly dependent upon the 
coal of Japan and Australia ; of men who can direct and push the 
development of our national resources; in a word, we are in 
need of engineers in order to make the beloved native land great 
and prosperous. 

May your future be bright, may you reap a bountiful reward, 
and may you be like the seeds of the parable in the Scriptures 
fallen on fertile soil, so that others may follow your example 
to answer the nation's call for more engineers, men with high 
ideals and noble aspirations, successful in the highest sense of 
the word and an honor to their country.
